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Claim 1 relates to a remedy containing, as the active 
ingredient, a compound defined by a desired property "a PPAR5 
agonist". Although claim 1 involves any compounds having this 
property, it is recognized that only small part of the claimed 
compounds are supported by the description in the meaning within 
PCT Article 6 and disclosed therein in the meaning within PCT 
Article 5. 

Even though the common technical knowledge at the point of the 
application is considered, the scope of "PPAR6 agonist 7 ' cannot be 
specified. Thus, claim 1 does not comply with the requirement of 
clearness in the meaning within PCT Article 6 too. 

Such being the case, the search was made mainly { on the 
relationship among the compounds specified in claims 9 and 17 and 
other compounds having been clarified as having a PPARS agonist 
activity and effects of ameliorating any of the diseases as 
described in claim 1. 
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
